1. Claims 52, 55, 58-60, 63-66, 68-74, 93 and newly added claims 
95-106 are pending. 

2. Applicant is requested to insert the 35 USC 371 data and the 
foreign priority data on the first page of the specification. 

3. The following new grounds of rejections are necessitated by the 
filing of the IDS, with a fee, on 4-1-03 and the amendment filed 3- 
4-03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 
(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date 
of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 52, 58, 63, 64, 65, 95, 97, 98, 100 and 101 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Guo et 
al . (AF on the IDS submitted 4-01-03). 

Guo et al . , teaches detecting elevated levels of (J- 
glucosaminidase in plasma samples from human patients with Gaucher 
disease. Wherein said detection comprised assaying for enzyme 
levels. It is noted that glucose is a hexose sugar, Applicant's 
claims drawn to p -hexosaminidase encompasses the species enzyme (3- 
glucosaminidase . 

The prior art teachings anticipate the claimed invention. 

5. Claim 96 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite, for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 96 is rejected as being dependent upon canceled claim 5. 

6. Applicant is notified that claims 55, 59-60, 66, 68-74 and 99 
are free of the prior art but are objected to as being dependent 
upon rejected claims. Claims 93 and 102-106 are currently found 
allowable.
